The fertilizer bill of Pennsylvania 


farmers aggregated over $10,398,999 
in 1925 according to estimates made 
by H. L. Wjble, director, oureau of 
statistics, state department of agri- 
culture. 
While the total expenditure 


was about $400^*00 more in 1925 than 
1924, 
the tonnage 
purchased 
was 


almost 11,000 less, which seems to 
indicate that farmers are buying a 
higher grade of fertilizer and are 
paying more for it ,he says. 


According to a table showing the 


estimated amount and value^of com- 
mei-cial fertilizers used by the farm- 
ers of Pennsylvania, listed by coun- 
ties, Adams county farmers averaged 
3.10 tons each, with 96 per cent of all 
the farmers of the 
county 
using 


commercial 
fertilizer. 
The total 


amount used last year in Adams 
county was 10,587 tons at an average 
pi-ice of $24 per ton with a total of 
$254,088. 


The change to the higher grades 


o ffertilizer is probably due in part 
to the recent amandment to the State 
Fertilizer Law which 
prihibits the 


sale of low grade brands. While the 
amendment did not go into effect until 
January 1, 1926, manufacturers and 
dealers probably anticipated it_and 
made a nearly shift to the higher 
grade fertilizers, '.states James fW. 
Kellogg, director, Bureau of Foods 
and Chemistry. 


The per cent of farmers using fer- 


tilizer and the amount used by each 
has not changed materially 
during 


the past year. 
Department officials 


point out that, in spite of the sem- 
ingly large 
expenditure, 
Pennsyl- 


vania farmers have depended upon a 
system of crop rotation and livestock 
production and have 
not used as 


much fertilizer as would have other- 
wise ben the case. Fertilizer is be- 
ing used most extensively in the prod- 
uction of potatoes, tobacco and truck 
crops.

she etches a letter upon each one, 
sometimes a "Q" which is a ha^d 
letter to make, showing that her 
will to succeed is indomitable, and 
sometimes the more simpler char- 
acters such as "I" and "L," but 
always one or more of them are 
to be found prominently engraved 
upon the outer coating of the egg. 
' 


At the end of each word, in the 


hen jargon, she produced a period, I 
a rough uneven surface on the 
shell, in circular form—but aft- 
er each word, her period. 


No explanation can be given fur 


the peculiar phenomenon, but it 
is an actual fact that the product 
of this hen is engraved with a let- 
ter that is distinguishable and 
during the past three months she 
has laid nearly 90 eggs of this 
kind. Whether she swallowed a 
font of type, or is taking part 
in a conspiracy to mulct the pub- 
lic has not been determined, but 
(he fact remains that she lays the 
eggs and on the eggs are the 
letters. So i f there is any explana- 
tion to be given for the act it 
is at the present time undivulged. 
Many of the people living out 
Fail-field way who have seen the 
eggs would appreciate it if some 
person would advance the prob- 
able cause of the "Alphabetical 
Hen."

For more than three months, 
this hen has bon doing her duty 
in laying an egg, nearly every 
day, and besides this, so that 
there would not be any confusion, 
she etches a letter upon each one, 
sometimes a “Q” which is a ha^d 
letter to make, showing that her 
will to .succeed is indomitable, and 
sometimes the more simpler char­ 
acters such as “I” and “L,” but 
always one or more of them are 
to be found prominently engraved 
upon the outer coating of the egg. 
At the end of each word, in the 
hen jargon, she produced a period, 
a rough uneven surface on the 
shell, in circular form—but aft­ 
er each word, her period. 
No explanation can be given fo r 
the peculiar phenomenon, but it 
is an actual fact that the product 
of this hen is engraved with a let­ 
ter that, is distinguishable and 
during the past three months she 
has laid nearly 90 eggs of this 
kind. 
Whether she swallowed a 
font of type, or is taking part 
in a conspiracy to mulct the pub­ 
lic has not been determined, but 
the fact remains that she lays the 
eggs and on the eggs are the 
letters. So if there is any explana­ 
tion to he given for the act it 
is at the present time undivulged.
